But, more important from our 
viewpoint, is that the Evening Prim 
rose 1s a host tothe Ruby Throated 
Humming Bird, 

The smallest of the North Am- 
erican birds, which very few peo- 
ple ever see, visits the Evening 
Primrose when it {sin bloom. With 
his Jong bill and toungue, he ex- 
tracts the nectar from the flower. 

If you have these plants near 
your home, go out after 8 pm, and 
Stand near them, Wait - and wait 
Some more, When itis practically 
dark you will suddenly be aware 
of a small shape, visiting each of 
the flowers, 

Tt will fly up und down, forwards 
and backwards = and only the hum- 
mingbirds can do that!

REPORT ON GARDEN APARTMENTS 


INTRODUCTION 


Purposes of Study 

The purpose of this study is (1) 
to evaluate four proposals for apart 
ment building sites that have been 
presented to Wilmington town offi- 
clals for consideration, (2) to 
relate these proposals to townwide 
matters which should be consi- 
dered at the same time, and (3) 
to submit a draft of proposed amend 
ments to the Wilmington Zoning 
By-Law providing for apartment- 
type of developments should the 
Planning Board wish to recommend 
the same to the town for consi- 
deration, In this report over-all 
matters are discussed first, the 
various sites second, and the a- 
mendments last, 

General Method 

‘The general method followed in 
the study was that of (1) review- 
ing Wilmington census data and 
projections, (2) examining each 
proposed apartment building site 


Pf )on the ground, (3) viewing each 


site in relation to neighborhood 
land use, using for this purpose 
maps prepared for the Board of 
Assessors, (4) conferring with the 
town’s consulting engineer in res- 
pect to future extensions and costs 
of Wilmington’s municipal sewer 
system, (5) reviewing Wilming- 
ton’s building and zoning by-laws 
with reference to provisions for 
regulating apartments, and com- 
said by-laws with other towns hav~ 
ing such regulations, 


FINDINGS 


Dwelling Units tea 
According to the 1960 Feder: 
Census there were 3,441 housing 
units in the Town of Wilmington, 


Population 

According to the same 1960 
census Wilmington had a popula~ 
tion of 12,475 consisting of 3,121 
households. Primary individuals 
comprised 205 of these households, 
The medium income of families and 
unrelated individuals in 1959 was 
$6,438, 

Persons 19 years oldor younger 
numbered 5,716, or 45,8%, of the 
population; persons age 20 to 64 
years numbered 6,020, or 51.7%; 
and persons 65 years of age or 
older numbered 739, or 5.9%, of 
the population, The median age 
was about 24.4 years, 

In its General Plan Report of 
1957, Planning and Renewal Asso- 
ciates projected Wilmington’s pro- 
bable total population to be around 
25,000 by 1980, with an ultimate 
total of about 28,700, under exist- 
ing zoning. 


Need 

In the research connected with 
this report no information was 
found from any previous survey 
that apartment buildings are 
needed in Wilmington, The author 
conducted no survey to obtain any 
indication of this need, or lack 
of it, A study of population sta- 
tistics for Wilmington was made, 
however, These appear to indi- 
cate that there is no needofapart- 
ment buildings for young people, 
that perhaps a few might be needed 
for older people, and that maybe 
some may be needed for school 
teachers, secretaries, and Pro- 
fessional people, After a study 
of Wilmington’s residential statis- 
tics, however, the author concluded 
that the only immediate demand for 
apartment buildings in Wilmington 
comes from entrepreneurs who

would like to develop land for 
greater profit and sustaining in- 
come than can be obtained from 
single-family or two-family devel- 
opments, 

Lest the conclusion be drawn 
from the above statements that 
apartment buildings will not be 
needed in Wilmington inthe future, 
it is pointed out that some build- 
ings of this type are needed in 
almost all communities in order 
to obtain a balance of housing 
types to take care of all kinds 
of residential needs, However, 
before acting on any apartment 
building proposal, the Planning 
Board and the Town should decide, 
first of all, as a policy, whether 
or not apartment buildings are to 
be considered, and included, inthe 
over-all planning for Wilmington, 
If it is decided that they should 
be included, then the next questions 
to be decided are, ‘of what type 
or types, should they be, andunder 
what conditions should they be con- 
structed?’ 

Zoning 

Apartment buildings are gene- 
rally of two types: garden apart- 
ment, which have a height limita- 
tion of two stories and other resi- 
dential characteristics; and multi- 
story, which are three stories or 
more in height. Garden apart- 
ment buildings are usually, but 
not always, associated with single- 
family or two-family residential 
developments, Multi-story build- 
ings are usually located nearer 
general business districts, in 
areas of high land values, or where 
Steep topography necessitates the 
minimum ground area coverage. 
in any case, whether of the garden 
apartment or multi-story type, 
apartment buildings should be lo- 
cated where they are near to neigh- 
borhood services, 

As to reasonable and specific 
zoning requirements which may be 
used to regulate apartment build- 
ings, no attempt will be made to 
describe these here other thanone 
important one, Some of the matters 
which can be considered, however, 
are minimum lot size, yard and 
height regulations, including dis- 
tance between buildings, number of 
apartments per building, ratio of 
apartment and building areas to 
Ground area of lot, parking, area, 
and sewer connection require- 
ments, 

Apartment buildings should be 
connected to public sewers, pre- 
ferably by means of gravity lines 
and not by pumping stations, The 
latter, when needed, become not 
only a maintenance problem for a 
community but also have to be 
considered at least from a replace- 
ment - if not from an original 
capital outlay - standpoint in a 
municipality’s long-range capital 
expenditures program. 

Proposals for apartment build- 
ings are often submitted to acom- 
munity for rezoning approval indi- 
cating that these buildings are to 
be connected to septic tanks and 
disposal fields, Often there is 
no engineering data submitted with 
the proposals indicating that the 
Plans for the private systems are 
workable or that the soil condi- 
tions in the proposed locations is 
of the proper nature to absorb 
the wastes from the systems ade- 
quately for certain durations of 
time. Plans often do not show 
open spaces on the landto be occu- 
Pied by the apartment buildings 
for the location of these private 
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r3 
Sewer systems, Often again no 
guarantees are offered by the 
owners of the proposed apartment 
developments that the private sys- 
tems will be kept in working order, 
In summary, septic tanks and dis~ 
posal fields are of only temporary 
value for such developments, When 
they do not work in these complexes 
of this nature there is always the 
problem of trying to find a remedy 
to the difficulties involved and en- 
forcing public health standards on 
a concentrated population group lo- 
cated on private property, 
Building By-laws 

A detailed study was not made of 
Wilmington’s building by-laws, 
However, sufficient time was devo- 
ted to an examination of these by- 
laws to indicate that they could 
easily be amended to protect more 
adequately public interest and sa- 
fety - including, of course, 
tenants - with reference to any 
apartment buildings which may be 
erected in the town, Among some 
items which could be improved 
considerably are those having to do 
with the construction of partitions 
between sections of buildings and 
stair enclosures, the location of 
boilers, the installation of wiring, 
and definitions, In the latter case, 
for instance, the definition of the 
first story of a building, some 
rooms in an apartment house - bed- 
rooms, for example, having 
a height of 8 feet - could have 
floors averaging 2 feet 3 inches 
below the mean grade of adjoining 
ground, 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is recommended that: 

1, The Planning Board consider 
favorably the policy of including 
apartment building developments 
in the long-range development plan 
for Wilmington, 

2, The type of apartment build- 
ings, their proposed general loca- 
tions, and the maximum number 
of dwelling units be determined 
for each planning district only after 
careful study, 

3, No more than one apartment 
building development be permitted 
in each planning district, 

4, No land be rezoned for apart- 
ment buildings of any type until; 
(a) they can be serviced with 
a municipal sewer, (b) the Wil- 
mington,zoning by-law is amended 
to provide specifically for the con 
trol of apartment building devel- 
opment (as noted later in this re- 
port), 

6, The Wilmington building by~ 
law is amended to provide for 
better construction and more ade- 
quately public safety than at 
present, 


APARTMENT BUILDING SITES 


Location One 

Main Street, opposite ‘Wilming- 
ton Plaza’ shopping center, as 
shown on Sheet 43, Parcel 4, of 
maps of the Board of Assessors, 

Findings 

The parcel of land 1s presently 
zoned for general business use, 
A view of the land indicates that 
gravel was removed from thearea 
some time ago so that the parcel 
is now comprised of terraces, pits 
and low areas, most of which are 
filled with water. The parcel 
appears to serve as a headwater 
of several minor streams which 
flow under the ‘Wilmington Plaza’ 
shopping center and then to Mill 
Brook, At the time the parcel 
was examined it was covered with 
a heavy stand of mixed woods -

Location Two 

Route 62 and High Street, as

Findings 

The parcel of land is presently 
zoned partly for single residence 
A and partly for single residence 
B use. A view of the parcel 
shows that it is a beautiful plece 
of land, wooded with a mixture of 
mature stand of white pine and oak, 
and a thick understory of white 
pine, The parcel is mostly high 
and dry with a small amount of 
low land draining under Route 62 
to Lubber Brook. 

The parcel is adjacent to 
the Route 62-93 interchange, and 
is only two-fifths of a mile to a 
business district, However, ac- 
cess to Route 62 from the parcel 
is hazardous, the access being on 
an inside curve, having poor sight 
distance, and being directly adja~ 
cent to the Route 62-93 ramp, 

The possibility of this parcel 
having access toa municipal sewer 
is one of the most remote possibi- 
lities in Wilmington, To reach 
this parce] of land from the trunk 
sewer in so-called South Wilming- 
ton, a municipal sewer in the town 
of Wilmington would have to cross 
at least three pumping districts, 

There has been submitted 
informally to the Planning Board 
a plan showing how it 1s proposed 
to develop this parcel of land for 
apartment building use, The plan 
is entitled ‘Preliminary Site Plan 
of Proposed Apartment Buildings 
in Wilmington, Mass,’, dated July 
9, 1963, and prepared by Dana 
F. Perkins and Sons, Inc. It 
could not be determined from this 
title or from the notes on the plan 
whether or not the scheme was 
one the owner of the parcel wishes 
to develop or one drawn only to 
show how the parcel could be

developed. This point is made 
simply to note that once land is 
rezoned for any purpose, in this 
case apartment building use, there 
is no guarantee that the present 
or any future owner of the parcel

It is recommended that the par- 
cel in question not be rezoned for 
apartment building use but that the 
land now zoned for single residence 
B use between High Street, Route 
62 and Route 93 be rezoned for 
Single residence A use.

The site involved is only part of 
a five-acre parcel, The entire 
parcel is presently zoned for single 
residence use, A view of the land 
indicates the part of this parcel un- 
der consideration is comparatively 
low, below the grade of Woburn 
Street, In the center of the entire 
five-acre parcel is a small pond 
surrounded by a swamp area, the 
outer fringes of which are par- 
tially wooded, 

The frontage of the proposed 
apartment building development is 
situated on Woburn Street at a 
distance about 600 feet northwest 
of the Woburn-Lowell Street in- 
tersection, southwest of which is 
located a neighborhood business 
zone, A general business zone is 
located along the northerly side of 
Lowell Street, westerly of Woburn 
Street, and is situated about 300 ft. 
south of the parcel under consi- 
deration, 

No municipal sewer serves this 
parcel, A sewer in Woburn Street 
at Brentwood Avenue is about 2,000 
feet distant from the parcel, It is 
estimated that it would cost 
between $7,000 and $8,000 to con- 
struct a package pumping station 
to serve said parcel and an ad- 
ditional $12,000 to $15,000 to con-

The submitted plan indicates that 
buildings three stories in height 
are proposed, Again it is pointed

The plan also shows a dead-end 
road, about 700 to 800 feet long, 
serving the proposed apartment

An examination of the proposed 
Plan indicates that the parcel is too 
narrow in terms of the best type
